itpublikely knowa,cthat by diligent examination we have 
affuredly found,thofe Letters and Rumours to haye been 
falfe and malicious ; procured by practife,and fuboraed 
to euill purpofes : andcontrarily difaduowed by the te- 
ftimony vpon Oath of the chiete. Inhabitants of all the 
Colony ; by whom we arealcertained, that the Countrey 
is rich, {oacious and well watered ; temperate as for the 
Climate; very. healthfull after men area little accuftomed 
to it; abounding with all Gods naturall blefings: The 
Land replenithed with the goodiieft Woods in the world, 
and thofe ful! of Deere, and other Beafts for fnftenance: 
The Seas and Riuers (whereof many are exceeding faire 
and nauigable, ) full of excellent Fifh, and of all forts de- 
fireable; both Water and Land yeelding Fowle in very 
great floreand variety: In Summe, a Countrey, too 
good for ill people sand wee hope referued by the pro- 
uidence of God, for fucit as fhall apply themfelues faich- 
fully to his fernice, and be a ftrengch and honour to our 
Kingand Nation. Buttouching thofe Commodities for 
} which that Countreyis proper, and which haue beene 
ill | lately fet vp for the Aduenturors benefit: we referre you 
AN | to atrue note of them, lately deliuered in a great and ge- 
i nerall Gourt,and hereunto annexed for your better in- 
formation. By which and other approued informations 
brought vnto vs, We reft in grearailurance, that this 
Countrey,as it is feared neere the midft of the world, be- 
tweene the extreamities of heate and cold ; Soit aifo par-

ticipateth of the benefits of bothe, and is capable ( being 
afiited with skilland indufiry ) of the riche commodi- 
ties of moft parts of the earth. The rich Funies,Cauiary, 
and Cordage, which we draw frcm Rafiia with fo great 
difficulty,are to be had in Virginia, and the parts adicy~ 
ning, with cafe and plenty. The Mafts, Plancks, and 
Boords , the Pitch and Tarre, the Pot-afhes and Sope- 
afhes,the Hempe and Flaxe,(being the materials of Line 
nen,) which now we fetch from Norway, Denmarke, Po 
land,and Germsny,are thereto behad in abundance and 
great perfection. The Jren,which hath fo wafted our £n- 
glia Woods, that it felfe in fhort time muft decay toge- 
ther with them,is to be had in Firgénia, (where walling of 
Woedsis a benefit)for all good conditions anfwerable to 
the beft in the world. The Wines, Fruite, and: Salt ct 
Franeand Spaine ; The fiikes of Perfia and Italy, will be 
found alfo in Virginia,and in no kinde of worth interiour. 
Weomitherea multitude of other naturall Commodi- 
ties,difperfed vp and down the divers parts of the worlas 
ot Woods, Rootes, and Berries, forexcellent Dyes: of 
Plants and other Drugges, for Phy ficall feruice : of {weet 
Woods,Oyles,and Gummmes,for p/eafure and other vie: 
of Cotten-wooll,and Suger Canes: all which may there 
alfo be had in abundance, with an infinity of other more: 
And will conclude with thefe three ; Cone, Cattle and 
Fith, which are the febftence of the foode of man. The 
Graines of our Gountrey doe profper there very well: OF 
Wheate they have great plenty: Bue their Maze , being 
the natural! Graine of thar Countrey, doth farrecxceede 
in pleafantneffe,ftrength,and fertility. The Cattle which 
we haue tranfported thither, (being now growne nceret 
fine hundred) become mucirbigger of Body, then the

breedfrom which they came: The Horfes alfo more 
beautifull,and fuller of courage. And {uch is the extraor- 
dinary fercilicy of that Sayle, thatthe Does of their Deere 
yeeld two Fawnesat a birth, and fometimes three. The 
Filhings at Cape Codd,being within thofe Limits , will in 
plenty of Filh be equallto thofe of New-found-Land,and 
in goodnefle and greatneffe much fuperiour. To con- — 
clude,it is a Countrey , which nothing but ignorance can 
thinke ill of,and which ho man but of a corrupt minde 
and ill purpofe can defame. | 
Now touching the prefent eftate of our Colony in that 
Country, Wehaue thought it not vnfit thus much briefly 
to declare. There haue bin fent thither this laft yeere,and 
are now prefently in going , twelue hundred perfonsand 
vpward, as particularly appeareth in the note aboue {pe- 
cified: and there are neere one thoufand more remaining 
of thofe that were gone before. The men lately fen, haue 
bin moft of them choife men, borne & bred v p to labour 
andindultry. Outof Dewon/bire,about an hundred men, 
brought vp to Husbandry. Out of Warwick/bire and 
Stafferd/bire,about one hundred and ten; and out of S#/- 
Jfex,about forty ; all framed to Zroa-workes : the reft dif- 
perfedly out of diuers Shires of the Realme. There haue 
beene alfo fundry perfons of good quality , much com- 
naended for {ufficiency,indultry and honefty , prouided 
and fent to take chargeand gouernment of thole people. 
The care likewife chat hath beene taken by directions, In- _ 
ftrutions, Charters,and Commiflions to reduce the peo- 
pleand affaires in Virginia into a regular courfe, hath bin 
fuch and fo great,that the Colony beginneth now to haue 
the face and falhion of an orderly State, and fuch as is 
likely to. grow and profper. The people are all diuided

Wherein to begin with the fountame thereof, his Maie- 
fics archoritieand pleafure, there hath beenea collectioa 
made of ai] the branches of the fame, difperfed in his Lets 
ters. Patents,now threetimes renewed : as alfo out of oa 
ther Inftrudtions proceeding from his Maieftie. Out of 
both which,together with {uch orher Orders as ( autho- 
rized by his Maieitie) che Company themfelues haue 
thought neceflary to make, hath beene compiled a booke 
of ftanding Orders and Conftitutions , approued by the 
senerall confent of all the Company : whereby both the 
company here,and the Colony in Firgénia, haue their bu- 
fineffe carried regularly, induttrioufly, and iuftly , enery 
man knowing both his right and duty, to their generall 
great content,and the great aduancement of the Action. 
And whereas she Colony likewife haue beene often Sue 
tors in effe@,to reduceintoa compendious and orderly 
forme in writing,the Lawes of Eagland proper for thevfe

ture of the place,the novitle of the Colony,and other ime 
portant circumstances {hould neceffart'y require:a courfe 
is likewife taken for the effecting of this worke; yer foas 
to {ubmit it firft to his Maiefties view and approbation ; 
it being not fit that his Maiefties Subiects thould be go- 
werned by any other Lawes, then {uch as receine the ine 
Auence of their life from him. | 
And now to. cometo that which concerneththe Aduen- 
turors in particular, by whofe charges, care, and labour, 


next vnto his Maiefties efpeciall grace)this famous Plan- 


tation: 
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cation hath not onely beene vndertaken , butthrough fo 
many difficulties vpheld and continued: we fliould be 
very greucly iniurious to them, if we fhould not acquaint 
them with this {eafonable time,for the reaping of that'be- 
nefit and reward whichis duc vnto them.’ We therefore 
lec them know, that in this laft yeare now ended,there 
hawe beene granted by the Company vader their Iegall 
Seale,eleucn feverall Patents for particuiar Plantations; 
and more are in hand to be pafled this next Quarter- 
Court. Itis not vnprebable that vpon each of thefe Pa- 
tents,diuers hundreds of perfons will foone Piant in Vir- 
ginia:there have beene already tran{ported vpon the firft, 
aboue three hundred mens Thefeand otherlike Planters, 
hauing priority of time,will baue priority alfo in choife of 
the Seat of their Plantations. Seeing therefore the onely 
matter of retributioato the Adventurors,is by afaire pro- 
portion of Laad to them and their heires; hamely of one 
hundred acres foreuery fhare of twelue pounds & ten {hil- 
lings,vpona firft diuifion;& as much more vpon afecond, 
the firft being peopled ; with fiftie acres for euery perfoa,
